BANK IN ARIZONA 
” UNDER RECEIVER 
Depositors’ Committee Starts 
Records Were Burnt by Acid, 
Students and Teachers Face 
Considerable Loss 


(EXCLUSIVES DISPATCH.) 
PHOENIX, July 31.—Dr. R. J. 
Stroud, chairman of the d@positors’ 
committee, this afternoon Wes ap- 
pointed by Bank Superintendent 
Hammonds to be receiver of the 
Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bank at 
Tempe, on petition of a majority 
of depositors. 

Superintendent Hammonds states 
that examination of the bank's 
affairs will be finished 40 such an 
extent tonight as to allow a re- 
port to the Superior Court tomor- 
row. A county official states his 
belief that very little will be real- 
ized from the wreck. 

Much of the property offered by 
President W. J. Kingsbury of the 
bank ‘is declared already mort 
gaged, with especial reference to 

a loan to his cattle company of 
$100, 000, due the War Finance 
Corporation. The same cattle 1 
pany is said to owe the bank a 
310.000. 

Papers in the outer vault were 
burned, in a fire presumably 
started by acid, after State banking 
department representatives had 
sealed the safe Friday evening un- 
til they should return in the morn- 
ing for further investigation. They 
found about $10,000 in cash, with 
— $20,000 apparently due from 

nke. 

Notes dnd other assets appar- 
ently balanced the debits at the 
time of the June statement. The 
bank had a large number of smal!

$604,552,447.53, according to the

report issued by the Los Angeles 
Clearinghouse Association yester- 
day. This total represents a gain 
of $177,071,688.14 over the same 
month of 1922, or 41 per cent. 

The percentage gain is the larg- 
est shown this year, excelling the 
increase of 40 per cent reported in 
March. The forward strides in the 
amount of clearings are indicative 
of the normal increase in the speed 
of commercial turnover accom- 
panying the growth of manufactur- 
ing, industrial, agricultural and 
financia] enterprises eince the first 
of the year. 

Although wholesale prices have 
fallen recently, the July clearings 
were evidently unchecked, as is in- 
dicated by the increase of 1 per 
cent, or $10,770,526 over the pre- 
ceeding month of June. 

With the exception of February, 
bank clearings have been well 
above $600,000,000 since December. 
1922. In May the $600,000,000 
mark was nearly reached when the 
clearings totaled 589,788,381, but 
the decline in the succeeding 
month led to the belief that clear- 
ings would not pass %$600,000,000

Los Angeles on Linen-Buying Spree While C alifornia 
Community Prices W eak 


Leads the Country; 


The market for the more import- 
ant classes of fax linen .(ducks, 
damasks, drills, dreas linens, sheer 
lawns, table linens,) has been ex- 
tremely active in California, Ore- 
gon and Washington during the 
past year, according to a survey by 
the department of research and 
service of the Security Trust and 
Savings Bank. Sales of dress linens 
and table linens in 1923 to date, it 
is reported, have been greater than 
at any time since before the Euro- 
pean war. 

Leading wholesale dry goods 
concerns and department stores 
in Los Angeles have stated that 


the demand for linens during 1923 | 7° 


has far surpassed their expecta- 
tions and preliminary estimates, 
and that in some lines of linen 
goods they are finding difficulty in 
securing an adequate supply to 
meet their trade demands. Sales 
of linen goods by one of the larg- 
est wholesale dry goods concerns 
in this city during the year 1923, to 
date, were reported to be over 
100 per cent greater than in the 
corresponding period of 1922. 

One of the largest Los Angeles 
department stores, reported that 
their linen sales during June, 1923, 
were 125 per cent greater than in 
June, 1922, and that sales during 
the first three weeks of July were 
60 r cent greater than in the 
entiré month of July, 1922. It is 
not difficult to account for the in- 
creased demand for linen during 
the past year. During the war 
period, 19181918, and in the years 
1919 and 1920 there was a large 
increase in the use of cotton 
goods, as only a small supply of 
linen was avallable and at un- 
precedentedly high prices. 

During the past two years the 
avallable supply of imported linens 
has steadily increased and prices 
have declined on an average of 50 
per cent from the peak levels 
reached in 1918-1919. rge hotels 
and tne better-class restaurants 
winch used cotton goods during 
the period 1916-1921 are now re-

ACTOR IN PAGEANT RETURNS 


Henry Herbert, About to Resume Role of Christ, Says 
Study of Life Enlarges Religious 


V ision 


Mr. Herbert, who has been cast 
in this role at the three former 
presentations of this production, 
has just arrived from New York to 
assume the part once more. During 
the four weeks the play has al- 
ready been in progress this season 
the Christ role has been taken by 
Herbert Grimwood, owing to Mr. 
Herbert's inability to leave the 
East in time to join the cast when 
the play opened. 

“So far as the effect of the work 
in this production relates to my- 
self,” sald Mr. Herbert, “I will say 
that my ideas in regard to the 
teachings of Christianity have un- 
dergone a found change. The 
intense study of the Gospels and 
a vast volume of commentaries on 
the life of Christ necessitated by 
my preparation for this role has 
placed me in possession of a new 
interpretation of the Gospel story. 
It has given me a more under- 
standing belief, if I may use that 
term, in the teachings of the 
Christina religion.” 

Mr. Herbert said he believed his 
own experience in this matter had 
been shared to a greater or less 


— extent by the other members of the 


cast, also. 

“Nobody knows how real the 
story of Christ becomes to the 
actors in a play of this character,” 
he said. In one sense it isn't 
acting at all, it's reality, and more 
than anything else it gives one a 
profound impression of the in- 
tensely dramatic character of the 
story conveyed by the Gospens.” 

Mr. Herbert said the reaction 
of the audiences to the play was 
much similar to that of the actors. 

“Its general influence is spirit- 
valizing on everybody who comes 
in contact with the production,” 
he said, “and the events depicted 
seem as real to the beholder as 
to the ones who actually take part. 
This impression of reality is espe- 
clally marked in children. I re- 
member that at one performance a 
little girl was tremendously inter- 
ested in one of the miracles—the 
healing of a woman who touched 
the Masters robe. This child went 
home and cut her finger, and at the 
next performance she contrived 
to be so near the stage as to touch 
the robe of the Christ in the belief 
that the wound would be healed.

IN TALK TO 
TEACHERS 


State School Board Chief 
Says Instructors Should be 
Community Leaders 


“BSchoo!-teachers should take part 
in the of}the community. The 


men should me members of the 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
luncheon clubs, and the women 
should join the women's clubs, the 
Parent-Teacher Association and the 
Ladies’ Ald Society and when pos- 
sible teach a Sunday-sechool class 
and sing in the choir. Make your- 
eelf a part of the action and lite 
of the community and many of 
your pore in tnstruction and 
discipline will very often solve 
themselves.” 

These were statements of E. F. 
Clark. president of the State Board 
of Education and a member of 
the board of trustees of the Uni- 
versity of Southern California, in 
an address before the assembly of 
the summer students 
morning when he spoke on “The 
Greatest Teacher.” 

“There has come down to us as 
a New England heritage the tradi- 
tien that the teacher shares with 
the minister in the leadership of 
the community and the teacher of 
training and equipment of the qual- 
ity of mind which he represents, 
should be a leader. No true teacher 
goes forth without something of a 
missionary spirit. 

“The call to the ministry is not 
the only sacred call. Often just 
as real and definite a call comes 
to the teacher as to the minister 
or to the missionary field. You are 
to bear not only the torch of learn- 
ing but the torch of patriotism 
and truth. 

“The teacher should also fur- 
nish some element of the spiritual 
to the community. We need it in 
America today. During the war we 
reached an altitude of altruiem 
which was remarkable, but since 
the war there has been a reaction 
We have ‘backslidden.’ Today we 
are too selfish and eager for wealth 
and pleasure and saddest of all, we 
have developed a disrespect for the 
law, and make a joke of some of 
our laws.”
